work  both  in  direct  evangelism  and  re¬ 
lief  work,  are  now  preparing  to  go  to 
Korea  to  re  inforce  the  work  of  Korean 
Baptists. 

Dr.  Abernathy  reports  a  spectacle  of 
human  suffering  in  Korea  such  as  he 
has  never  before  seen.  The  pathetic 
sight  of  refugees  is  one  he  can  never 
forget,  he  writes  Most  of  the  churches 
have  lost  their  buildings.  The  pastors 
have  been  undernourished  and  impover-

of  them  from  the  East  Zone — all  starved 
for  the  fellowship  of  Christians  from 
other  communities — came  to  meet  them 
in  Berlin.  In  Hamburg,  they  met  with 
the  European  Baptist  Women's  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  in  the  Baptist  Seminary 
there. 

In  commending  the  strong  faith  of 
these  German  women,  Mrs.  Martin 
says  that  it  has  been  a  “tremendous 
factor  in  German  recovery  and  our  Bap¬ 
tist  women  are  playing  an  important 
role  in  the  spiritual  as  well  as  physical 
rehabilitation  of  their  country.” 

Again  going  back  to  Itw  responsibility 
of  Baptists  at  homo,  sho  says,  "Soveral 
convictions  grip  mo  at  tho  moment 
and  I  pass  thorn  on  to  you.  First,  wo 
must  continue  and  strengthen  our  linos 
of  contact  with  the  Baptist  women  in 
Europe  and  in  all  nations  of  the  world. 

If  firmly  astablishad,  thosa  linos  wM 
hold,  oven  though  wo  aro  soparatod  by 
iron  curtains. 

“Second,  we  must  exercise  our  rights 
and  assume  our  responsibilities  as  Chris¬ 
tian  citizens.  The  world  watches  fear¬ 
fully  while  the  foreign  policy  of  the 
nation,  which  bears  the  responsibilities 
of  world  leadership,  is  being  teased 
around.  We,  the  people,  can  demand 
the  right  foreign  policy.  We  can  and  if 
we  truly  want  peace,  we’will! 

“Third,  we  owe  European  Christians 
—yes,  European  Baptists— a  great  debt, 
because  from  their  shores  came  the 
gospel  to  North  America.  Shall  we  with¬ 
hold  from  them  now,  in  their  need,  any¬ 
thing?  God  is  calling  us  to  share  with 
them  until  out  of  the  shadows  of  night 
their  land  rolls  into  light— and  it  is  day¬ 
break  everywhere!”

ished.  Many  of  the  women  have  been 
left  widows  and  the  children  orphans. 

To  date  the  Richmond  office  has  re¬ 
ceived  a  total  of  $1,110  designated  fop 
Korean  relief.  Thirty  thousand  dollars 
from  the  China  treasurer  has  already 
been  sent  to  Korea  in  three  checks  of- 
$10,000  each. 

Great  Need  For  Clothing 

Dr.  Cauthen  reported  the  great  need 
for  clothing  in  Korea,  but  said  that  at 
the  present  time  the  only  facilities  for 
getting  relief  clothing  to  that  country 
are  through  ARK  (American  Relief  for 
Korea).  He  said:  “It  should  be  under¬ 
stood  that  clothing  sent  through  ARK 
will  not  be  handled  by  mission  organiza¬ 
tion.  This  means  that  clothing  contribut¬ 
ed  through  ARK  will  reach  the  people 
in  Korea,  but  it  needs  to  be  understood 
that  such  clothing  will  not  be  handled 
through  mission  channels.” 

As  far  as  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
it  able  to  dotormine,  parcol  post  serv¬ 
ice  to  Korea  has  not  yot  boon  resumed; 
and'tt  it  urged  that  Individuals  check 
with  their  pest  offices  before  trying  to 
sand  packages.  Gifts  of  money  con  be 
sent  directly,  through  tho  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  in  Richmond,  to  Southern 
Baptist  missionaries  in  Karoo.  It  will 
bo  used  threugh  the  Korean  Baptist 
Convention  for  relief  and  regular  work. 

Dr.  Abernathy  says:  “To  date  we  have 
dispensed  with  $20,000  in  relief.  We  have 
helped  repair  or  rebuild  12  churches 
destroyed  by  war,  made  it  possible  for 
more  than  100  of  our  Baptist  high  school 
students  to  go  to  school,  given  emer¬ 
gency  relief  to  more  than  15,000  people, 
mostly  in  Baptist  communities,  and 
helped  the  widows  and  orphans  not  a 
few.  From  the .  needs  everywhere,  we 
have  made  only  a  beginning.  There  is 
no  end  of  this  story.” 

A  small  amount  of  relief  money  was 
left  with  the  China  treasurer.  Dr.  Cau¬ 
then  explained,  "Though  we  cannot  get 
money  into  China  and  have  only  one 
missionary  left  there,  we  are  retaining 
some  money  for  relief  to  the  many  refu¬ 
gees  in  Hong  Kong.”

Thirty  year*  from  now  Southern  Bap- 
tisU  will  be  giving  only  lour  cents  out 
of  each  dollar  to  missions  if  they  con¬ 
tinue  at  the  same  ratio  o I  the  past  30 
years.  Dr.  T.  Rupert  Coleman  toU  the 
Foreign  Missions  Conference  at  Urn 
Ridgecrest  Baptist  Assembly 

Dr.  Coleman  is  paster  of  the  Giater 
Park  Baptist  Church,  Richmond.  Va., 
and  chairman  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board's  committee  on  missionary  edu¬ 
cation  and  promotion.  Speaking  on 
“Growing  Better  Christians.' ’  Dr.  Cole¬ 
man  said  that  Southern  Baptists  have 
taken  literally  the  first  part  of  the  Great 
Commission,  but  have  greatly  ignored 
the  second  part,  namely,  "teaching  them 
to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have 
commanded  you.” 

He  said  that  failures  today  are  due 
to  the  inadequate  teaching  of  the  past. 
In  1920,  when  today’s  church  leaders 
were  receiving  their  training,  the  per 
capita  gift  of  Southern  Baptists  was 
$11.07,  of  which  40  per  cent,  or  $4.45, 
was  given  for  missionary  causes.  In 
1950.  the  per  capita  gift  was  $32.56,  of 
which  only  14  per  cent,  or  $4  T1,  was 
given  to  missions. 

In  '  1950  Southern  Baptists  gave  36 
cents  per  capita  more  to  mission  than  in 
1920,  whereas  they  gave  $21  23  more  to 

local  work. 

Dr.  Coleman  declared  that  it  took 
twice  as  many  church  members  to  en¬ 
list  one  new  member  in  I960  as  it  did  in 
1920.  In  1920  it  took  11  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  to  win  one  new  member;  in  1950 
it  took  22 

“Note  this  fact,”  be  said.  “In  1900 
|  we  baptised  173,596  people  while  we  add- 
*  ed  to  our  Sunday  Schools  only  90,874,  or 
about  one-half  aa  many. 

“One  day  I  made  a  startling  compar- 
son,”  he  continued.  “Should  a  child  at¬ 
tend  the  public  school  every  day  during 
the  average  period  of  11  yean  be  will 
be  given  90  hours  a  year  of  teaching 
in  every  one  of  the  basic  subjects,  or 
a  total  of  990  hours.  This  means  that  ia 
the  five  major  academic  subjects  he  is 
given  4,950  hours  of  classroom  teaching 
in  those  11  years. 

“Should  that  same  individual  attend 
the  Sunday  School— the  basic  teaching 
unit  of  the  church — every  Sunday  during 
those  11  years,  he  will  receive  28  hours 
of  formal  teaching  a  year,  or  a  total  a t 
286  hours.  Is  there  nay  wonder  that 
scientists  and  leaders  are  concerned 
lest  our  civilization  be  destroyed?” 

Continuing.  Dr.  Coleman  said,  “A 
knowledge  of  the  Bible  is  more  essential 
for  the  continuance  of  our  Western  civili¬ 
zation  than  is  the  knowledge  of  all  tha 
basic  subjects  of  public  education.  The 
fear  that  grips  the  world  today  is  dun 
to  inadequate  teaching  of  the  Bible.”

The  Foreign  Missions  Conference  at 
Ridgecrest  was  one  of  the  finest  ever 
sponsored  by  the  Foreign  Minion  Board. 
Among  the  factors  contributing  to  As 
success  were: 

Largo  Atoondanco:  The  attendance  this 
year  was  the  Urge*!  in  the  history  of 
the  Foreign  Mirrmni  Conference. 
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The  missionaries  spoke  movingly  of 
Christians  who  are  even  now  bemg  faith¬ 
ful  unto  death.  Pastors  spoke  frankly 
of  what  they  will  have  to  do  if  the  pro¬ 
gram  of  missionary  advance  is  to  con¬ 
tinue. 

Group  conferences  gave  information 
about  each  of  the  three  areas  ia  which 
we  are  doing  missionary  work,  the  qual¬ 
ifications  required  for  aew  missionaries, 
and  resources  available  to  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  ia  carrying  out  the  Great  Com¬ 
mission. 

Visual  Aida  Program:  In  the  last  three 
years,  since  the  Department  of  Visual 
Aids  was  created,  the  Board  has  ac¬ 
quired  the  finest  collection  of  materials 
for  the  use  of  churches.  Many  of  these 
are  sound  motion  pictures  of  the  highest 
order.  These  were  shown  each  evening 
to  the  entire  conference  and  lesser  pro¬ 
ductions  were  shown  during  the  after- 
noons 

Pastoral  Interest  in  Future  Advance: 
One  pastor  who  was  a  former  mission 
volunteer  and  was  unable  to  be  appoint¬ 
ed  because  of  health  brought  to  the  con¬ 
ference  27  of  his  young  people.  He  stated 
that  nothing  blesses  the  program  of  hit 
church  aaore  than  the  yearly  attendance 
of  a  fairly  large  representation  at  the 
Foreign  Missions  Conference.  We  left 
resolved  that  future  conferences  should 
be  especially  beamed  toward  the  pastors 
and  the  churches  since  advance  rests 
ultimately  in  their  hands.

Joins  Clarke  Faculty

Historical  Commission 
Southern  Baptist  Convention 

Recently  with  Dr.  Leon  Latimer,  pas¬ 
tor,  First  Church,  Greenville,  South  Car¬ 
olina,  it  was  my  privilege  to  have  lunch 
in  the  home  of  Mr.  A.  G.  Furman,  great- 
grandson  of  our  Baptist  imn\ortal,  Rich¬ 
ard  Furman,  who  graciously  permitted 
me  to  examine  some  of  his  historical 
treasures,  the  chief  of  which  is  the  orig¬ 
inal  Morgan  Edwards  manuscript,  writ¬ 
ten  in  1772,  of  the  history  of  the  Baptist 
churches  of  Maryland,  Virginia,  North 
and  South  Carolina  and  Georgia. 

In  1771  when  he  was  48  years  old, 
Edwards  resigned  the  pastorate  of  the 
First  Church,  Philadelphia.  He  visited 
nearly  every  Baptist  church  from  New 
Hampshire  to  Georgia  and  wrote  a  his¬ 
tory  of  each  church  and  of  the  associa¬ 
tions.  None  of  this  priceless  manuscript 
has  ever  oeen  published  except  the  sec¬ 
tion  covering  North  Carolina.  Mr.  Fur¬ 
man  is  planning  to  make  a  copy  of  it 
available  to  the  libraries  of  our  Baptist 
seminaries,  colleges  and  historical  or¬ 
ganizations. 

In  his  collection  thoro  aro  copies  of 
the  minutes  of  the  oarly  years  of  the 
Charleston  Association,  the  South  Caro¬ 
lina  Convention,  and  othar  items  of  rich 
value. 

Perhaps  none  of  us  possess  basic  his¬ 
torical  materials  of  such  value  as  Mr. 
Furman  holds.  However,  there  are  thou¬ 
sands  of  Southern  Baptist  who  possess 
associational  minutes  and  annuals  of 
state  conventions  prior  to  1920,  histories 
of  churches  and  associations,  biographies 
of  Baptist  preachers  and  teachers,  and 


letters  important  to  the  Lord’s  work 
written  by  Baptists. 

The  library  that  the  Historical  Com¬ 
mission  is  building  esnbot  buy  the  things 
it  needs  most.  They  are  in  the  homes  of 
people. 

To  get  what  we  critically  need,  we 
must  have  the  help  of  individuals  and 
churches  who  will  either  deposit  with 
us  or  contribute  outright  their  historical 
materials  of  all  kinds. 

Each  stafa  will  hava  in  our  library  a 
(action  that  will  contain  basic  historical 
materials  of  that  stata.  To  what  comas 
from  other  sourest  wa  want  to  add  the 
oldest  pulpit  Bible,  the  oldest  communion 
sot,  the  oldest  hymn  book,  pluo  other 
items  that  hava  historical  significance 
for  that  stata. 

For  its  museum  the  Historical  Com¬ 
mission  will  need  curios  that  mission¬ 
aries  have  brought  to  this  country  from 
foreign  lands.  We  shall  want  objects  as¬ 
sociated  with  famous  Baptist  personal¬ 
ities  or  churches.  To  mention  only  a  few: 
old  pewter,  plated  or  sterling  silver  com¬ 
munion  services;  exceptionally  old  hymn 
books;  unusually  old  pulpit  Bibles;  books 
that  were  printed  between  1475  and  1800. 
We  want  books  of  every  kind,  regardless 
of  age  or  subject  matter,  that  have  been 
written  by  Baptists. 

This  library  is  to  acquire  all  that  rep¬ 
resents  the  vast  body  of  Baptist  thought, 
life  and  service. 

Southern  Baptists  sre  invited  to  share 
in  this  adventure  by  mailing  to  the 
Historical  Commission,  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  127  Ninth  Avenue  North, 
Nashville  3,  Tennessee,  whatever  they 
have  of  historical  materials.
